Some think this is done by the Fermentation of the Seed - 
Mit feems nor poffible, that infinite variety of ports, fo 
Ny dyfpos'd, frouw'd arife from thence, Others afjert, that 
the firft feed of the feveral animdls created by God, did 
Vitaly inchade allfeeds in it felf ; but this alfo jcems very 
“Reult t9 conceive, becaufe of the infinite number of Ant 
"iis hick have been form‘d from this prefent rime to the 
Kreation of the Werld; the 10 this deed they [ay, that 


the parts of matter 4re Infinite. Others are of opinion, 
that all the Seeds of the feveral Animals were tn the be- 
ginning of the World created by God, and that we take ‘em 
in daily, fo thas matvuline atuins, or feeds, are fitted and ad- 
heretomen, and feminine to women. They add a won- 
derful thing, thet there are feveral \ittle animals move 
ing themfclwes abour jn the feed, diftinttly feen-in the 
Microfcope. Pray which of thzfe opinions do you efteem 
moft probable ? 
Anfw, ‘Tho matter be granted homogeneous of it {clf, 
and in its own nature, and all we {ee or handle, or any 
Way perceive by our fences, muft he marerizl, fhou‘d for 
all that puzzle the greate Chymift, or Philo/opher in the 
World, to produce fo much as one atom of this matter, 
purely homogeneous ; it being, we are apt to beliere, 
infeparably mixt by the wife hand of nature, fo as to 
dety all total diffolution, unlefS by him who firft made ir, 
and who -has out of different principles compounded 
and fo wonderfully united it. Which being granted, 
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we can‘t fee any fuch dithiculty in that objeétion. How 
an heterogeneous animal fhou‘d be compos‘d ont of mat- 
ter, tho that matter be allow‘d to be in its felf hemoge+ 
neous ; fince whatever matter may be in it felf, and its 
efience, and rude conception, (which perhaps we don‘t 
know much more certainly then the nature of Spirits; 
or immaterial obdjeéts) this is certain that matter no 
where appears to our fences -but ‘tis various, and its 
parts heterogeneous. However, the modus of the Formati- 
on of animals is ftill in the dark, and perhaps ftill will 
be fo, and preferv‘d among the magnaliz natures the 
infpir‘d writers expreffing themfelves here at leaft, ac- 
cording to the capacity of the Learned as well as the 
Vulgar, when they acknowledge the ignorance of 
mankind. “ How the Bones do zrow in the Womb of 
her that is with child, and that we are awtully and 
wonderfully matte, when we are tafhion‘d fecretly in 
the lower pafts of the Earth. However, it feems not 
probable that meer Fermentation fhou‘d produce this; 
raétion and re-aétion of one part of matter upon an- 
other; tho we grant it may have a ftrange and unac- 
countable power in the alteration of matter purely in- 
fenfidle or inanimate ; Nay, this Fermentation may di- 
late, and éxtreamly alter the parts of animate matter; 
When they ate already delineated, and markt out by 
the Finger of the Almighty; but ftill, marter being a prin- 
ciple purely paffive and irratienal, we can‘t conceive how 
it fhou‘d joftle it felfintoan Animal, any more then in4 
to a World, it being much more ealy for ftones to 
leap out of a Quarry and make an Efcurial,, a Verfailles; 
Or a Tchilmaraar, without asking the Archited‘s leavejor 
calling for the Mafon with his mortar and Trowel to affift 
‘em. Nor feems it neceffary, or rational, that the firft 
feed of every Creature fhou'd formaliy include all thofe 
feeds that fhou‘d be afterwards produc‘d from it, fince 
‘tis, we think, fufficient that it fhou‘d potentially include 
‘em, as Abrabam did Levi, or as.one Kernel all thofe 
indeterminate Kernels that may be thence afterwards 
rais‘l; : The firft feeds being doubtlefS of the fame na- 
ture with thofe that now exilt after fo many thoufand 
years ; firft,the order of time making only an accidental 
difference, which if we don‘t grant , we muft run into 
this abfurdity, that every thing does not produce its 
like; AM Bird a Bird, or a Horfe a Horfe, which would be 
to fill allthe World wirh Mozfters, which Nature does 
fo much abhor. But every Seed or Kernel, for exam- 
ple, does not now alually, and formally contain all the 
Seeds Or Kernels which may be at any times afterwards 
produced from them. A Kernel has indeed, as we 
have found by Microfcopes, a pretty fair and difting 
delineation of the Tree and Branches into which it mey 
be afterwards form’d, by the fermentation of its Parts 
and addition of fuitablc matter, asin that 7re¢ are P 
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tially contain Al the thoufands and millions of Ker- 
wis, and fo ot Trees, that thall or may be thence rais*d 
afterwards; and fo we are apt to believe it muft be in 
the firft Animals; whereas the fincft Glaffes, which, are 
fometime finte brought to an:almoft incredible and 
miraculou¢ Perfeétion, can’e'ditcover aétual Seeds in 
Seeds,.or Kernels in Kernels ; tho if there were anydiich 
thing, as an adual leat, or fo much talkt of Atome, they 
might, one-wouldthink, bedifcovered by them, fince 
they have fhown us, rot only Seeds, but ev'n néw Ant- 
mails in-many-parts of matter where we never fufpett- 
ed ‘em, and ev‘n in fome of the fimalleft Avimals theme, 
fclves, whereof our auked fight can take any cognizance. 


_ as for the parts of mutter, be they how they will, finite 


or infinite (as there are almoft Remonfrauces on both 
fides, and ‘tis of no great concern if men are Sceptics 
in (ome Poiuts in Philofophy, fo they are but firm (not 
Dogmatieal) in what‘s of greater moment) it makes, we 
think; no zreat: alteration in the thing ; for if thele 
purts.are got all Seminal, we are ne‘re the nearer. Nay 
at beft an abfurdity feems to be the confequence of this 
hypothties, becaufe if thofe parts are ifiaire , and in- 
clucies all fuccefive Generations of Animals, it would, 
we think, follow, that the sumber of Animals too, fhou‘d 
be infinite; nay, the number of any Jafeil, any Animal; 
and inftead of one, we fhould get “a thoufand Jrfinites, 
and “twoutd be firange too; if they fhou‘d not, fome of 
fem, be greater or fess, than one another. 

For that pleafanct Fancy, that all the feeds of Animals 
were diftinttly Created at the beginning of Time and 
things, that they are mingled with all the E/2ments,that 
we take ‘en in with our Food, and the He and She 


Atomes cither fy off, or ftay asthey like their Lodg-, 


ious ; we hope theré’s no need of being ferious to con- 
fute it. .And we may ask of this, as well as the former 
Hypothefis, what need of “em, when the work may be 
done without ‘em ? The Kernel, asbefore, contains the 
Tree sthe Tree, a thoufand other Fruits, and ten thou- 
fand Kernels, The firft Animal feveral others, as have 
been difcover‘d by Glaffes in, the Inftance the Querift 
mentions,.and as ifiany of them as Nature can difpote 
of, and provide fit Nurifhment for, are produc‘d into 
what wé ‘may call aétial beirg, in comparifon to what 
they before enjoy*d. 1f the Querift fhould go on to 
ask us, whether thef imperfe# Creatures have all diftinit 
Souls, while lurking yet in their Parent; we aniwer, 
there is, we think, no need of it; They are not yer fo 
much as well defia’d Bodies, hut rather parts-of the. Pa- 
rent. ‘There is requir‘d yet a@ great deal more of the 
Chymifiry and Meckanifm of Nature, and thaf in both 
Sexes, to make one or more of thefe fort of JnfeF-be- 
ings, the O-{pring of Maa, capable of receiving a ra- 
tional Soul; but when that capacity eomes in time e- 
nough to infule it, tho when that is, and whercin it
